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Merchants taking snowless season in stride

The lack of snowfall in Grayling 
this year has put a bit of a damper 
on the holiday season, especially 
with local businesses. With the 
economy already on the ropes, a 
lack of snow at this time of year is 
proving quite costly for some busi- 
nesses. 

“The lack of snowfall and poten- 
tial snowfall through New Years 
hurts the businesses which really 
rely on snow at this time of year,” 
said Tim Zigila of the Grayling 


Chamber of Commerce.

Local restaurants are reeling for 
customers. “Our sales are down at 
least 11% from last year,” said Patti 
Sadjak, owner Patti’s Towne House. 

“You could play shuffleboard 
down the floor in the afternoons 
here,” said a joking Debbie Wilder 
of Stevens Family Circle. She also 
said a lot of local people have come 
in to offer a bit of support, but since 
the lack of snow is effecting just 
about everybody, they are banking 
on the skiers and snowmobilers to 
boost business back up. 

“It has really hit us hard,” said 
Shelly Quintano of Big Boy. 


“Where it hurts us the most is in our 
server department, since they aren’t 
getting the tips they would normally 
see when we are busy.” She said Big 
Boy has been trying all sorts of gim- 
icks and specials to pull people in, 
such as a ‘kids night,’ but nothing 
seems to be drawing the crowds. 

The hoteis are also suffering 
tremendously from the lack of snow 
sports enthusiasts. The Super 8 
Motel reported business being way 
down from the lack of snowmobil- 
ers.

Santa’s 
back, but 
damaged

The Smith Street Santa was 
reported returned in the early morn- 
ing hours of December 12 close to 
where his chair sat waiting for him 
by the wood stove in Joan 
Papendick’s front yard. 

The Papendick’s annual holiday 
display, originally designed by her 
husband, Kip, who passed away in 
September, was tampered with in 
the late evening hours of December 
9, and reported in last week’s edi- 
tion of the Avalanche. The crime 
left an empty chair where a life-size 
Santa, made of composite and 
chicken wire, sat to the delight of 
many since the early 1960s. It also 
left an empty spot in Papendick’s 
heart. 

Santa suffered a little damage 
when he was stolen in 1999, but 
this time he is described by 
Papendick as “awful broken up.” 
She said his knees are crushed, giv- 
ing the appearance that whoever

With the help of the Crawford 
County Brownfield 
Redevelopment Authority 


(CCBRA), land known as the Fred 
Bear property is slated for cleanup 
and redevelopment. 

Local businessman, Bill 
Gannon, purchased the property in 
late November following months 
of negotiations with the seller and 
competition from outside 
investors. He credits local real 
estate broker Lee Hamrick with 
working tirelessly to close the 
deal. “There were many other 
interested investors and things 
went up and down for a while, but 
the deal finally came together,” 
Gannon said. : 

The 10.6 acre site has sat idle for 
some time now and was most 
recently used for the manufactur- 
ing of plastic containers. But, it is 
most noted for housing Fred Bear 
Archery operations. The site qual- 
ifies as a brownfield because of its 
past use, its high visibility and the 
belief by the CCBRA that the rede- 
velopment will be successful. 

Brownfield redevelopment 
groups were created to curb urban

sprawl and to encourage the reuse 
of lands where infrastructure is 
already in place to support a new 
business venture, whether com- 
mercial or industrial. This concept 
also rejuvenates blighted business 
districts, cleans up contamination 
left by others and puts back on the 
tax rolls properties once consid- 
ered functionally obsolete. In

return for cooperation with the 
brownfield group, the property 
owner receives state and local tax 
incentives. 

Heading up the project for 
Gannon and the CCBRA are tech- 
nicians from AKT Peerless, a firm 
CCBRA Chairman Pat Merrill said 
has a proven track record of secur- 
ing millions of dollars in brown- 
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field grants, loans and tax-based 
financial incentives for its clients. 
AKT Peerless was one of five 
brownfield consulting firms inter- 
viewed by the CCBRA. “We 
believe we are using the best con- 
sulting firm in the brownfield busi- 
ness,” said Merill.

Sentencing 
date set in 
Tironi case

Former Grayling teen center 
owner, Michael Tironi, will be sen- 
tenced in Kalkaska’s 46th Circuit 
Trial Court next month. 

Tironi was found guilty by a jury 
November 29 on one count of 2nd 
degree criminal sexual conduct and 
two counts of furnishing alcohol to 
minors stemming from a July, 2000 
incident at his former residence 
near the Kalkaska/Crawford 
County line. 

Kalkaska County Prosecutor 
Brian Donnelly is still seeking 
information from anyone who may 
have witnessed Tironi’s “sexual 
misbehavior” or who knows of 
other incidents where he provided 
alcohol to minors. He believes this 
case was not an isolated one and 
that more young people who fre- 
quented the now-closed 
Entertainment & Beyond teen hang 
out or who worked at Reliable 
Supply may have fallen victim over 
the years.

Technicians have visited the site 
and are performing an environmen- 
tal assessment of the property and 
are in the process of developing a 
brownfield plan for any cleanup 
deemed necessary prior to redevel- 
opment. Gannon said until any 
environmental issues are resolved, a 
Plan is established and he gets to 
Study the findings with the consul- 
tants, he isn’t making any definite 
Plans for the property. He is, how- 
ever, looking for input from the 
community. 

Gannon said he had been looking 
at the property for quite sometime 
and was hoping something could be 
done with it that would make a pos- 


itive impact on the Grayling area. 
“If we do this thing smart -- get with 
the right professionals and engi- 
neers -- we will take a piece of prop- 
erty, cléan it up, make it productive 
and put it back on the tax rolls 
where it can be a source of pride and 
jobs for the community,” he said. 
Stating the property has tremen- 
dous potential for development, 
Gannon said his ideas for the site 
include townhouses on the AuSable 
River frontage, a professional build- 
ing, a bank and a nice restaurant. 
He said he is open to the idea of cre- 
ating the facilities needed for a new 
Grayling City Hall and to house the 
Grayling Police Department and 
looks forward to hearing from city 


Officials. 

' Once the environmental end of 
the project is complete, Gannon said 
development of the site will proba- 
bly be done in stages. “We want to 
go at this carefully and develop a 
real asset that creates new jobs for 


Grayling,” he said. Gannon expects 


to receive the draft plan for the site 
next month, before the CCBRA 
holds its January meeting. 

Members of the CCBRA are 
Chairman Merrill, Vice Chairman 
Tim Zigila, Treasurer Joe Wakeley, 
and directors Lynn McConnell, 
Dennis Palmer, Terry Wright, and 
Monte Burmeister. 

Merrill said the old Fred Bear site 
is perhaps the best one for brown- 


field redevelopment in the county 
and there are many others. This is 
the initial project for the group and 
it has one advantage Merrill really 
likes: “It’s great to work with a local 
businessman who sincerely cares 
about this community.” 

Gannon said working with the 
CCBRA is extremely important to 
the viability and success of the 
development. He is enthusiastic 
about seeing it all come together for 
an area whose officials, business 
owners and concerned citizens have 
made many strides over the past five 
to ten years to improve curb appeal, 
create better jobs, and attract envi- 
ronmentally friendly business and 
industry.

“We are down big-time,” said 
Judy Craft of the North Country 
Lodge. “Right now, as compared to 
this time of season last year, there is 


a 75% drop-off in business.” Craft ' 
said that this year was tuming out to 


be a great year for business, until 
this month set the Lodge back con- 
siderably. 

The worst part for Craft and other 
innkeepers is there is no way to 
help revenues without a bit of the 
white stuff. : 

’ At the Cross Country Ski Shop, 
mail order from out of state has 
helped reduce the losses one would 
expect from a shorter snow season. 
“This holiday season definitely isn’t 
as joyous as last season,” said owner 


_ Dick Fultz. “Luckily we aren’t hav- 


ing to rely on local business this 
year, as our mail order is doing good 
and keeping us up. Still, I hope to 
have snow by the holidays.” , 

Snowless conditions haven’t 
dampened the holidays for Fenton’s 
Auto Service, which reported the 


poor state of the economy is the real 
cause of slow business. — 

Dave Cueter of Cueter’s 
Automotive somewhat agreed. “It’s 
pretty slow no matter what, but yeah 
it’s a little slower this year without 
the snowfall.” 

For Pete Kocefas, owner of 
Sledheads, the internet is providing 
the answer to the lack of snow. 
“Sales haven’t been that bad really, 
although it will be a lot better when 
we get snow,” said Kocefas. “My 
web page has been getting quite a 
few hits, peaking at 2,400 on 
December 16. There are a lot of 
people out there chomping at the bit 
waiting to hit the trails.” He said 
that sales were also being helped 
locally by early holiday buying. 

At Skyline Ski & Country Club, 
there isn’t a whole lot to do except 
sit and wait for the snow to hit. “At 
this time we are usually packed with 
the snowmobilers and skiers,” said 
Jerry Balmes. He reported losses of 
30-40% of.the regular income this 
mellny season. “There is a chunk of 


the business which is already lost. 
Hopefully we get snow soon so we 
don’t lose all of it.” 

The Ole Dam Party Store has 


‘ regretted the lack of coid tempera- 


tures, with owner Mark Hartman 
citing “quite a bit of business lost 


with ice fishermen, skiers and snow- ~ 


mobilers.” He also said transit has 
been down considerably as well, 
further slowing business on M-72 
West. 

The local Sears ies reported the 
only aspect of its business that is in 
decline is in the sale of snowblow- 
ers, but added, “business will prob- 
ably recover once the snow finally 
does hit without any heavy loss of 
profit,” said Jessica Lobsinger. 

Fick and Sons’ John Payne points 
to the lack of cold weather in gener- 
al as reason for the 15-20% drop in 
business this year: Fick’s propane 
gas distribution areas are also “snow 
areas” which rely on a lot of transit 
during the holiday season.

He never 
had a family. He never went to college. He 
never put His foot inside a big city. He 
never traveled 200 miles from the place He 
was born. He never did one of the things 
that usually accompany greatness. He had 
no credentials but Himself. 

“While He was still a young man, the tide 
of popular opinion turned against Him. His 
friends ran away. He was tumed over to His 
enemies. He went through the mockery of a 
trial. He was nailed to a cross between two 
thieves. While He was dying. His execu- 
tioners gambled for the only piece of prop- 
erty He had on earth, and that was His coat. 

“When He was dead, He was laid in a bor- 
Towed grave through the pity of a friend. 

“Twenty centuries have come and gone, 
and today He is the central figure of the 
human race, and the leader of our column of 


“All the armies that ever marched ... and 
ali the navies that ever sailed ... and all the 
parliaments that ever sat ... and all the kings 
that ever reigned, put together ... have not 
affected the life of man upon this earth, as 
has that one solitary life.”

OF COURSE, I didn’t originate that arti- 
cle; I only repeat it from the original and 
unknown (to me) author. 

But it seems to me that in a relatively few 
lines, the story of “One Solitary Life” helps 
us add perspective to our activities, espe- 
cially as we enjoy the Christmas season 
each year.

As long as I’m quoting, let me endorse the 
formula for happiness set down many years 
ago by Ralph Waldo Emerson:

sons and the affection of children ... to eam 
the approbation of honest critics and to 
endure the betrayal of friends ... to appreci- 
ate beauty ... to give one’s self ... to leave the 
world a bit better, whether by a healthy 
child, a garden patch, or a redeemed social 
condition ... to have played and laughed 
with enthusiasm, and to have sung with 
exaltation ... to know even one life has 
breathed easier because you have lived...” 

That, by friends, brings meaning to a life. 
That brings happiness. 

* * * 

YES, WE NEED a credo, a purpose, a 
plan to our living, and to our life. We need 
principles, truth, faith. We need prayer. 

One of the most beautiful and touching 
prayers ever composed is the familiar Prayer 
of St. Francis: 

“Lord, make me an instrument of your 
peace ... where there is hatred, let me sow 


where there is despair, hope ... where there 
is darkness, light ... and where there is sad- 
ness, joy. 

“Grant that I may not so much seek to be 
consoled as to console ... to be understood as 
to understand ... to be loved as to love ... 

“For it is in giving that we receive ... it is 
in pardoning that we are pardoned ... and in 
dying that we are born to eternal life.” 

Truly, words to guide our lives ... words to 
live by.

To the editor. 

Upon renting my house, I called to 
request electric and propane service 
from Great Lakes Energy, the electric 
provider in my area. The company 
was able 10 set up my electric 
account, but not a propane account. 

The first time I called, I was told 
the company couldn't set up the 
propane account because of a virus in 
its computer system. I was told to 
call back the next week. When I 
called back with the correct serial 
number and tank number requested, I 
was told Great Lakes couldn’t find 
the serial or tank numbers and a rep- 
resentative would call me back. 

Nobody called back and the gentle- 
man I spoke with was very rude. He 
stated, because their computers had a 
virus, some people were tense and 
under a lot of pressure there at Great 
Lakes. He suggested I call back later. 
1 was very worried about not having a 
propane account with the onset of 
cold weather. 

During the last call | made to Great 
Lakes, the female representative stat- 
ed the tank must belong to the home- 
owners because she was unable to 
find the serial or tank number in their 
office. Also, she couldn’t set up an 
account without knowing who owned 
the propane tank. 

After a month of trying to get Great 
Lakes to set up an account in my 
name, I said forget it. I told the com- 
pany } would find another propane 
company who would set up an 
account and make a propane delivery 
to my home. On November 16, } con- 
tacted Fick & Sons in Grayling to 
make afrangements for a propane 
account. They confirmed with the 
landlord he owned a propane tank 
located at our rented home. On 
November 19, Great Lakes Energy 
confirmed with Fick & Sons that the 
propane tank was owned by the fand- 
lord. 


I am a single mother of three boys, 
ages 12, 10 and eight years. All four 
family members have health con- 
cerns. On Friday, December 7, I was 
awakened by my children stating 
their was a man at our house who said 
he was there to shut off the propane. 
He was from Great Lakes Energy, 
who is not our propane provider. 

When I asked the man what he 
thought he was doing by turning off 
our only source of heat, he referred to 
me by someone else’s name. I 
explained my propane account was 
through Fick & Sons and ] just had 


the tank filled them on November 20. . 


He stated he was just doing his job 
and it was Great Lakes Energy’s 
propane tank! , 

I showed him the delivery receipt 
from Fick and Sons, then I called 
Great Lakes and asked why they were 
turning off my propane when I didn’t 
have an account with them, nor was 
that my name listed on the account 
that was past due! 

Apparently, they finally “found” 
the propane tank number and serial 
number in their records... this was 
after a month of my contacting them 
with the information and requesting 
propane service and after they con- 
firmed with Fick and Sons on 
November 19 that the propane tank 
belonged to the homeowner. 

I was told the man wouldn’t stop 
our only heat source if I would pay 
the $500 owed by the last tenants to 
Great Lakes Energy. I was also told 
if I wanted my fuel purchased from 
Fick and Sons, they would have to 
call and get permission from one of 
Great Lakes’ managers to pump it out 
of their tank. 

When [ informed Fick and Sons 
about what was happening, I was told 
they couldn't get another tank out to 
my home until December 13. I let 
Great Lakes know someone from 
Fick would be contacting them about 
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retrieving my propane and that the 
tanks would be switched out on 
December 13. The young lady at 
Great Lakes tried to get me to agree 
to pay at least 30 percent of what their 
former propane customer owed! I 
hung up on her as I was getting very 
cold and frustrated. That afternoon, 
Great Lakes picked up their propane 
tank -- full. of the propane J pur- 
chased! 

As renters, propane accounts are 
COD only. Apparently, the last ten- 
ants gave false information to Great 
Lakes that they were the homeown- 
ers, which is how they got credit from 
Great Lakes Energy and avoided pay- 
ing their bill. Because Great Lakes 
Energy did not verify these people 
were the actual homeowners and 
extended them credit, my family went 
without heat! 

After paying for the now-hijacked 
propane, J had only enough money to 
buy two small electric space heaters. 
I also kept my oven on as another 
source of heat, though not the best 
thing to do with children around. 

Thankfully, Fick and Sons agreed 
to set up the propane tank owned by 
the real homeowner on December 10. 
Fick representative, Scott Gabriel, 
also agreed to extend credit for 100 
gallons of propane to be paid the 
beginning of January. This will allow 
us to have some heat for now. 

Because Great Lakes Energy stole 
the propane I already purchased, my 
family will have to do without such 
niceties as having our road plowed 
when it snows, using the laundry mat, 
or having something for the children 
for Christmas. I am grateful Mr. 
Gabriel was willing to extend credit 
and provide fuel so we can have heat 
again. 

To add to my bad experience with 
this fuel “cooperative,” I also 
received an electric bill from Great 
Lakes for $198 covering one month’s 
electric use with the threat of discon- 
nect for non-payment. When I called 
the company regarding the bill it was 
discovered Great Lakes had given me 
another customer’s account. 

{ cannot afford to hire an attorney 
to retrieve the stolen propane. Nor is 
Great Lakes Energy willing to give 
back my propane which would have 
gotten us through most of the winter. 
Perhaps their cold hearts at Great 
Lakes would like to justify their 
actions to my three children and how, 
this year for Christmas, their present 
is heat.

Michigan’s Gift to Our Nation - A Tree of Hope 


This year the State of Michigan is 
giving a treasured holiday gift to our 
country in the form of a 74-foot tall 
white spruce. The 2001 Capitol 
Holiday Tree, from Michigan’s 
Ottawa National Forest in the Upper 
Peninsula, has been dubbed the 
“Tree of Hope” and will serve as a 
powerful reminder of all that unites 
Americans -during this holiday sea- 
son. 

The Capitol Holiday Tree tradi- 
tion dates back to 1964. A single 
tree was used until 1968, ‘when 
Congress began the new tradition of 
selecting a tree from one of our 
nation’s many beautiful National 
Forests. President Gerald Ford of 
Michigan, who was still serving in 
the House of Representatives at the 
time, had the honor of lighting the 
first Capitol Holiday Tree in this 
new tradition. 

This is the fifth time that 
Michigan has provided the Capitol 
Holiday Tree. Trees from Ottawa 
National Forest were selected in 
1975, 1985 and this year, 
Michigan’s Hiawatha National 
Forest donated a white spruce in 
1981 and Manistee National Forest 
gave a balsam fir in 1988. The Tree 
of Hope has the honor of being the 
tallest of the five trees from the 
Great Lakes State. 

This season Michigan is provid- 


ing more than just a tree. The staff 
of the Ottawa National Forest has 
been planning for nearly a year to 
make the presentation of the Capitol 
Holiday Tree a multi-media celebra- 
tion of the hope that unites 
Americans. Following a cutting cer- 
emony at the national forest on 
November 13, the Tree of Hope 
began its journey from Michigan to 
Washington. 

Along the way, ten Michigan 
communities held events celebrating 
this tree and the spirit it represents. 
At each stop, individuals signed a 
“Scroll of Hope” that is as long as 
the tree itself. This scroll will be 
displayed, along with artwork creat- 
ed by fourth graders from through- 
out Michigan, in the U.S. Senate for 
the remainder of this month. 

The handiwork of the people of 
Michigan will be displayed on the 
tree itself. The tree will be adorned 
with over 6,000 ornaments hand- 
crafted by Michigan residents from 
each of our 83 counties. This large 
scale are project, led by Upper 
Peninsula artist Mary Wright, has 
brought together students, families, 
teligious groups and civic organiza- 
tions in the common purpose of dec- 
orating the Tree of Hope. 

The ornaments reflect Michigan’s 
regional and state history, natural 
features and cultural aspects of our 


state. In addition, 10,000 electric 
lights and several dozen giant globe 
ornaments bring the total number of 
decorations on the tree to more than 
16,000. 

Just as hope endures even in diffi- 
cult times, this tree will live on long 
after the holiday season. Lumber 
milled from the Holiday Tree will be 
used to build a Habitat for Humanity 
Home in Michigan. I am attempting 
to arrange for a cutting from the 
Tree of Hope to be planted at the 
National Arboretum in Washingto in, 
D. C. and seeds from cones from the 
white spruce will be planted in sev- 
eral urban parks as part of Arbor 
Day 2002. 

For those who cannot make it to 
Washington, D.C. to see the Tree of 
Hope this holiday season, you can 
learn more about the Tree of Hope - 
- view the majestic tree - on the 
web. The official website for the 
tree http://www.holidaytree2001. 
org, was created by students at 
Lansing’s Waverly High School. 
My website, http:/Mevin.senate.gov, 
includes a live webcam that will 
allow you to view the Tree of Hope 
as it is being decorated and dis- 
played on the Capitol lawn. 

Like so many others from across 
our state, I’m proud of Michigan’s 
gift to the nation, a gift of hope for 
this holiday season.

Him. Pilate saw him as a good man he was 
being forced to sacrifice to please the Jews.

Audit urges better control of state forests

Lansing -- The Department of 


Natural Resources (DNR) should 
better define its goals for managing 
3.9 million acres of state forests. 
including the sale of timber, the state 
Auditor General's office says. 

The nonpartisan investigative arm 
of the Legislature also questioned 
the adequacy of forest fire training 
and called for more regular inspec- 
tions of state forest campgrounds. 

DNR said some of the criticisms 
reflect inadequate recordkeeping 
rather than program weaknesses but 
said it is implementing the recom- 
mendations. "I thought the audit 
report was generally positive,” said 
Mindy Koch, chief of DNR's Forest, 
Mincral and Fire Management 
Division. As with any audit, she 
continued, “generally we agree we 
have areas of improvement." The 
state owns 20 percent of Michigan 
forests, while the federal share is 15 
percent. Individuals, companies and 
local governments own the rest. 

State forests are used for timber. 
wildlife habitat and recreation. 
including camping, fishing and hunt- 
ing, and trails for snowmobilers, hik- 
ers and cross-country skiers. DNR 
also provides fire protection for 20 
million of public and private forested 
and wild land and runs disease and

insect control programs. 

According to the report. timber 
marked for harvesting on slate 
forestland has fallen significantly 
short of the amount mandated by the 
Legislature for the past two years. 
That annual target has been 855,000 
cords. but DNR marked only 
761.987 cords one year and 634,253 
cords the next, il said. 

Commercial entities bid for the 
right to harvest the timber, which 
brought the state $26.1 million in 
1999-2000. Koch said. "The con- 
tractor is given an area, the timber is 
marked and the contractor is obligat- 
ed to harvest the timber." DNR said 
it met the legislative mandate 
because timber sales contracts are 
frequently for two to three years, 
with an option to extend. That 
means the volume of unharvested 
timber is greater than the amount 
marked cach year. 

Doug Lee. executive director of 
the Newberry-based Michigan 
Association of Timbermen. said he 
hadn't read the audit report but said 
that his organization of loggers and 
sawmill operators is focusing on the 
availability of timber from public 
land. "The big question we have is 
whether they're putting up enough 
timber” for sale.

goal. 

"The concern we have is that the 
state not go in the direction of the 
National Forest system and have a 
fot of baggage put on them by differ- 
ent groups." For example, he said, 
federal environmental laws have 
sharply reduced the amount of tim- 
ber that can be cut commercially in 
Michigan's three national forests. 

Anne Woiwode, director of the 
Sierra Club's Mackinac Chapter, said 
the auditor general's critique of 
DNR's unclear goals “sounds exactly 
right.". The lack of what she called 
clear direction in policy or law 
regarding uses of forestland makes it 
difficult to assess whether the 
department is effective. 

“It becomes ad hoc management, 
based on what pressures are out 
there,” she said. 

Woiwode also said the 
Legislature's directive on minimum 
timber harvest levels reflects two 
factors: "the failure of the policy- 
makers (in DNR and the Natural 
Resources Commission) to set clear 
objectives for forest management 
and that legislators occasionally 
jump in and out of context and set 
goals.” ; 

In the report, the auditor general 
also called for policies and proce- 
dures for mandatory “fire suppres- 


sion" training among DNR employ- 
ees who may be called on (to fight 
forest fires. Last year, DNR 
responded to 573 forest fires that 
burned 4,640 acres. In 1999, a 
reported 684 fires burned 9,180 
acres. 

DNR's Koch said, "We are very 
careful on training folks here. A lot 
of what the audit talks about needs 
better documentation. Michigan is 
looked at as one of the leaders in fire 
suppression safety." 

In the recreation area, the report 
said DNR failed to document its 
claim that campgrounds are regular- 
ly inspected. "Without assurance of 
routine inspections, the division did 
not have reasonable assurance that 
all campgrounds were maintained in 
a safe, sanitary and pleasant condi- 
tion," it said. 

A campground fee increase is slat- 
ed to bring in additional $500,000 
this year. 

The audit did cite "noteworthy 
accomplishments" by DNR, includ- 
ing development of a comprehensive 
forest resources inventory system for 
Michigan. "Decisions once made 
only within the context of state land 
will now be made in concert with 
other land management agencies and 
the public," itsaid. |

in the game. I think that shows a lot 
for this group to have accomplished 
that. They showed that they would 
not back down from a situation that 
was very tough at the half.” 

The Vikings could not get any- 
thing going early in the Standish 
game.
